Says an exchange friend: “A 
patch of clover looks better with a 
few fruit trees in it, when the trees 
are planted. Then other changes 
take place in the household. The 
advent of the cow has been the 
beginning of a system; the owners 
find that they must milk the cow 
at a certain hour, and in order to 
do this they arrange their other 
duties systematically, and then 
there is a lessening of the drudgery 
of the place, and a shrinkage in the 
expense column is perceptible. 
The old place, which, before the 
cow came was bare and dull, has 
changed itsaspect. There are pigs 
and chickens, milk, butter, eggs, 
fruit and hay—and the cow! 
Slowly but surely the cow has 
worked a revolution about the 
place; it is more pleasing to the 


eye, more cosy and homelike and 


more valuable. By all means geta 
cow if you would be happy.”

Curing a Balky Horse. 
N. B. W., in Country Gentleman.] 

The horse has evidently learned 
a bad habit, and there is only one 
question to consider. What can 
be done to cause him to forget the 
habit? My horse was just like this 
|—would pull well on plow or har- 
row double, and on a wagon single, 
but when hitched to a wagon 
double, he was quite likely to balk. 
I can now work him anywhere I 
please, single or double, and I am 
quite sure he has not balked once 
for a year. After trying all the 
horse jockey tricks without suc- 
cess, I finally went to work upon a 
plan of my own, which may be 
stated in a few words—I simply 
cultivated his forgetfulness. 

When taken out of the barn and 
hitched to a wagon, in the first 
place he would remember his old 
habit, but if worked an hour or 
two on a harrow before hitched to 
‘a wagon, he would in all probabil- 
ity forget to balk. Again, there 
were particular places where he 
was accustomed to balk; just be- 
fore getting to one of these places 
I would rein him on one side or 
give him an ear of corn, which 
tasted so nicely that he could think 
of nothing else, and so he would 
forget to balk. 

That is the key to the whole 
business, and one thing more can 
be said. Watch the ears of your 
horse and when you see that he is 
going to stop, say “whoa!” and 
when he stops he will think that 
he did so because you told him to 
stop, aud will generally start at the 
word. If he refuses to start, do 
not whip him nor unhitch at once, 
but have some hay in your wagon, 
let him eat ten minutes till he for- 
gets the trouble, then back up and 
turn around, and you will be sur- 
prised at the progress you will 
make in effecting a permanent

REDUCING THE REVENUE. 


A Demecratic Pian tor Disposing 
of the Surplus. 
WaAsHineTon, March 7.—The Demo- 
cratic majority of the Ways und Means 
Committee has submitted to the fall 
committee its Internal Revenue bill. 
Section 1 of the bill provides for the 
repeal of all taxes on manufactured 
chewing tobacco, smoking tobacco and 
souff, and special taxes upon manu- 
facturers of and dealers in leaf tobacco, 
Act to take effect Jaly 1, 1888.

An Exciting Time in a Fennel 
vania Town. 

BRADFORD,. Pa., March 7—About 11 
o’clock this morning a man named 
Kimball entered the Bradford National 
Bank with a revolver in his hand. 
When midway between the paying 
teller’s and discount clerk’s desk he 
nimbly jumped over the bigh glass 
partition and made a grab for the 
money on the cashier’s desk. The 


suddenness of the thing paralyzed the 
clerks, but cashier Tomlinson rushed 
from his private office and seized ihe 
rebber. As be did se he received a 
ball from the revolver in the bauds of 
the villain in thé left hip. He dropped 
and the robber escaped at the front 
door with the money and ran down a 
side street.

profitable results; and if we select 
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they have been bred the more -cer- | 
tain we are of securing the most 


and breed to a particular purpose 
the longer we select and breed to 
this purpose the more uniformly 
may we expect that the offspring 
will possess these qualities; and 
where no particular effort has been 
made in selecting and breeding, 
because we occasionally secure an 
animal that possesses some par- 
ticular excellence, we have no 
assurance that by using these ani- 
mals for breeding they will be able 
to transmit these qualities to their 
offspring. 8 

While the longer we select and 
breed for certain qualities, taking 
pains in selecting and breeding to 
secure these, the more certain we 
are that they will be able to trans- 
mit these qualities to their off- 
spring. As a rule, the male is 
more apt, rather more certain, to 
transmit these qualities to his off- 
spring than the mother. 

But where no care has been 
taken in the ancestry to select and 
breed to a certain purpose, there is 
always more or less risk in using 
them for breeders where we desire 
to secure certain results. It is true 
that to a considerable extent it is 
the selecting and breeding for a 
particular purpose that has given 
us breeds that possess certain de- 
sirable excellences. But this se- 
lection has been long continued 
until these qualities have been 
firmly established before they could 
be relied upon to transmit these 
qualities with certainty, and until 
this is done, there is always more 
or less risk of sports; that is, some 
of the offspring is liable at any time 
to show some of the inherent qual- 
ities of the ancestry behind it. 
This is where some, at least, of the 
great benefit. of using good stock 
for breeding show to a good ad- 
vantage. In nsing them you are 
certain of the results. If you use 
good beef breeds you can be cer- 
tain that the offspring will possess 
the qualities that go to make up a 
good beef animal, while if milk or 
cream is desired, t aese same qual- 
ities may be secured. While even 
if we select. scrub animals that 
possess the qualities desired, we 
have no assurance that they will 
be able to transmit these desirable 
qualities to their offspring. True, 
sometimes they do, but there is al- 
ways a considerable risk that they 
will not, while if pure bred stock 
is used, this risk isayoided. Sports 
are very rare with pure breds, but 
may often be found where scrubs 
are used as breeders, 


The Cattle Condition. 

From a telegraphed interview 
with R. G. Head of Denver, Presi- 
dent of the International Range 
Association, and Jargely interested 
in the range cattle business, who 
has just returned from an extensive 
trip in Southern Colorado, New 
Mexice and Texas, it is learned 
that the range cattle in Colorado, 
Texas, New Mexico, Indian Terri- 
tory, Wyoming and a portion of 
Arizona, were never in better eon 
dition, at this season of the year, 
than at present. The losses this 
year would be comparatively noth-
